Orders of Mint kind grow nearly 


all over tht world in wide vinety. 
but nowhere are they so bif and 
tati*f*ctorjr as alonf the northern 
part of our eastern coast. All these 
balonf to one and the same species, 
which has among other distin- 
guished features the combination of 
both stzn in one individual, where- 
as the European edible species is 
separately malt and female. 


In the spring, according to a 


writer in the Montreal Herald, de- 
pending upon the local favorable 
temperature of the water, there 
flows from each adult oyster the 
mingled microscopic spawn in un- 
counted abundance. The fertilized 
egg hits against something to which 
it can cling, and resting there de- 
velops into an embryonic form, rap- 
idly matures, and secretes a tiny 
shell from which spreads the double 
(bivtlved) shell that protects its 
front and back. In favorable cir- 
cumstances this is fairly or typical- 
ly rounded, but often takes an ir- 
regular or even straplike shape.

The oyster does not rove, clam- 


fashion, when in search of food or 
fun, 
nor does it skip on a sandy 


sea-floor as is the light-hearted way 
of the scallop throughout its frivol- 
ous cafeer. On the contrary it stays 
at home and lets the sea take care 
of it. This the ocean does by tn- 
cessantlv pouring into its mouth be- 
tween the narrowly parted shells 
water loaded with the minute vege- 
table and animal particles that 
throng in the surface-layer of the 
sea, and which constitute this mol- 
lusk's sole food.

Several Layers Make Up 


Animal Skin Structure 


In structure all animal skins are 


made up of several readily defined 
layersvThe two principal layers are 
the epidermN or cuticle and the 
corium or true skin. The two lay- 
ers are distinct in structure, origin 
and functions, and under both lies 
the underskin. 
The epidermis, a 


thin covering of the true skin, doe 
not combine with the tanning agent 
and is removed, during the unhair 
ing and scudding process, expos 
ing the true skin, the outer sur 
face of which is known to the tan 
ner as the grain. The true skin i 
that portion that combines with th 


; tanning agents to form leather. 1 


is made up of interlaced bundle 
of fiber running across and above 
each other and parallel to the 
surface of tha skin. It is this true 
sJcin that determines the quality 
of the leather to be made from the 
fade, according to an authority in 
the Detroit News 


The under skin is made up of 


close connective tissues in which 
there is imbedded sweat and fat 
glands, blood vessels and muscular 
fibers. 
This under skin plays no 


part in the tanning process and is 
removed on the beam during the 
fleshing operation, dxr. jsing that por- 
tion of the skin known as the flesh 
tlut.

Georgia'* Tcbacco Road 


DOM Not Crow Stream* ! 


Tobacco road is more than • fic- 


tional name. For more than a cen- 
tury before it became famous as 
the name of a -novel it stretched 
its serpentine length for miles over 
Georgia's red-clay hilltops. It vas 
constructed for the purpose of trans- 
porting tobacco from Georgia farms 
to the nearest and most accessible 
shipping point on the Savannah riv- 
er, states a writer in the New York 
Times. 


It is a sand-clay thorough/are 


that carries a fair burden of traffic, 
although it is not one of the state's 
main highways. It extends from 
Northern Georgia to New Savannah, 
an old settlement and shipping point 
on the river a few miles below 
Augusta, which was established 
prior to 1803. since it is shown on 
maps published in that year. Its 
location was chosen because it i* 
immediately below the shoals in 
Richmond county, which evidently 
were not always navigable at that 
time. Tobacco road was doubtless 
responsible in part for the settle- 
ment and certainly for its period 
of active existence. 


Tobacco toad passes 
through 


many fertile farms and wooded 
areas of slash pine, oaks and other 
native trees. One of its most 
striking peculiarities, which is a 
tribute to those who routed it and 
to the patience of those who used 
it, i* that it never crosses a stream. 
It cifcurtowsly follows the high- 
lands, and crosses Richmond coun- 
ty, of which Aufutti is the seat, 
on a ridge almost midway between 
two creekf. Tobacco wouM have 
been ruined had it got wet. Con- 
itruction of bridges in that day was 
almost prohibitively difficult mt& U* 
only method of crcawnf streams 
was by fording in shallow places.
